There was of that family a very worthy man, who had fled for 
religion in Queen Mary's day, and was privately a teacher •of a congregation of such 
as so fled &om their habitation, when they could at any time get together. In his old 
age he was prtacher at Fressingfleld, and as he was a xj^an of great estate, so was he 
of great liberality to the poor, and full of good works. 

The Lawrences of Suffolk are believed to be extinct in England."

The Genealogy of John Lawrence, the first of Watertown, Mass., 
with the following Records, is a part of the Genealogical descendants of 
John Lawrence, the first, of Watertown: — 

He was baptized Oct. 8, 1609 ; and about the year 1630 came to New 
England with his wife Elizabeth, and settled in Watertown, where they 
had thirteen children. About 1660 he removed with his family to 
Groton, where his wife Elizabeth died, August 29, 1663. He married 
for his second wife, Nov. 2, 1664, Susanna Batchelder, of Charlestown, 
daughter of William Batchelder of the same place, by whom he had two 
daughters. 

John Lawrence, senior, died at Groton, July 11, 1667, leaving his 
sons, Nathaniel and Joseph, and his wife Susanna, executors of his will. 

The widow, Susanna Lawrence, died July 8, 1668.
